GETTYSBURG, Pa. <IP>—The 
White House said today that the 
United States is not weak in 
defenses in relation to Russia 
“at this time,” despite unoffi­ 
cial versions of the Gaither re­ 
port to the contrary. 


As for the future ability of 
this country to counter the 
growing power of Russia, press

said that President Eisenhower 
would go into this matter in 
some detail in his State of the 
Union 
Message 
to 
Congress 
Jan. 9. 


WORKS ON MESSAGE 
The President worked on the 
message at his farm here today. 
He planned to continue prep­ 
aration of the document next 
week, w'hen he confers with key 
administration officials. 


The Gaither report is a se 
cret document. It is the result 
of a survey by an Eisenhower 
appointed 
committee headec 
by H. Rowan Gaither, Jr., San 
Francisco lawyer and former 
head of the Ford Foundation. 


The committee conducted an 
exhaustive survey of America’s 
military power as compared 
with the Soviet Union. 


DOLEFUL PICTURE 
Recent published and unoffi­ 
cial versions of the report said 
the Gaither committee painted 
a doleful picture of the future 
of this country as compared 
with the scientific gains of Rus­ 
sia in the development of new 
weapons, particularly missiles. 
The White House, according 
to Hagerty, was particularly 
concerned about accounts pub­ 
lished and broadcast within the 
past few days to the effect that 
the United States now is in a 
woefully weak world position. 
Hagerty said these reports cred­ 
ited the Gaither report with 
such a conclusion.

How Two Groups Go At 
Finding Congress Candidate 


Both 
Democrats 
and 
Republicans 
have been holding their endorsing meet­ 
ings for candidates to represent this 
congressional district. 
The Democrats represented by the 
California Democratic Council have se­ 
lected their candidate. Clement Miller. 
Corte Madera landscape consultant. 
The Republicans have interviewed 
four aspirants for the job and will talk 
to three or more additional ones before 
the 
California 
Republican 
Assembly 
members will back a candidate. 
It is interesting how the candidates 
are selected by the two groups. 
The Democrats had an endorsing ses­ 
sion in Santa Rosa at which party offi­ 
cials 
were 
automatically 
delegates. 
Other delegates were selected on a basis 
of one delegate to each so-many mem 
bers of the local assemblies. 
These local delegates were not select­ 
ed at all, at least not in Marin. The an­ 
nouncement was merely made to Marin 
Democratic Assembly members that the 
meeting was to be held, anyone who 
could go was a delegate. At that, Marin 
only had a bout half as many delegates 
present as it could have had. 
Miller won the endorsement of this 
group by a 158 to 3 vote after the dele­ 
gates heard three nominating speeches 
for Miller, a speech by Miller, and one 
nominating speech for Hugh Codding, 
his only named opponent. The delegates 
had to change the rules to be allowed to 
question the candidates. 
A motion to 
allow questions won by just one more 
than a majority vote. 
This endorsement Miller called “the 
most democratic possible.” He chal­ 
lenged the Republicans to make their 
endorsements as democratic, declaring 
he already knew’ who the Republican 
candidate would be. He wouldn’t say 
who. 
The following weekend the Republi­ 
can screening committee met also in 
Santa Rosa. Eligible to attend were the 


chairmen of the seven Republican coun­ 
ty central committees and a representa­ 
tive of each Republican club in the dis­ 
trict. 
Of a total of 35 delegates, 25 
showed up on the storm-swept Friday 
night before Christmas. 
The candidates were invited to appear 
in public meeting to state their qualifi­ 
cations and to be interviewed and ques­ 
tioned searchingly by the screeners. 
Each aspirant was rated on a chart by 
each delegate as to various qualifica­ 
tions for the job. 
That process is still going on. The Re­ 
publicans will meet again Jan. 12 to 
complete the procedure by interviewing 
other candidates and trying to make a 
final determination. 
One major difference was that every 
candidate who appeared 
before the 
Democrats, including those for offices 
other than congress, either volunteered 
the information or was questioned on 
whether he would run if not endorsed 
by California Democratic Council. Not 
one would run without CDC endorse­ 
ment. 
The Republicans, on the other hand, 
did not even ask the candidates about 
this point, and none volunteered the 
information. One, John Synon of San 
Rafael, had earlier said he would run 
regardless of endorsement. 
Another, 
George Warner of Napa, says he will 
run unless he's happy about who is en­ 
dorsed. 
We don’t like this whole endorsing 
procedure, especially when it begins to 
appear like an official endorsement of 
the party. And we don’t like the exclu­ 
sion of candidates from the direct pri­ 
maries, which is implicit in the proce­ 
dure when the party name is used by 
the endorsing group. 
So perhaps we're not the right ones 
to have an opinion on which method is 
the best one to get a candidate. We’ll 
let you decide.

State Extends Right To Regulate 


M ilk Prices To Non-Fat And Cream 


SACRAMENTO (CNSI— Ex- 
tension of the state’s legalized 
right to control the price of 
milk took place in Sacram en­ 
to this week almost unnoticed. 
The State Bureau of Milk 
Control announced m inimum 
prices, both wholesale and re­ 
tail, for fluid non-fat milk in 
your California counties, and 
for 
fluid 
cream 
in 
three 
counties. 
Heretofore, the state’s right 
to bamboozle the public by 
fixing milk prices has been 
restricted to fluid milk, that 
is, milk which is purchased 
in the stores or delivered to 
the homes. 


BUT UNDER the guise of 
“protecting” the 
public 
by 
chalking up more profits for 
the California milk trust, the 
Bureau Of Milk Control, at 
the behest of certain South­ 
ern California milk distribu­ 
tors, caused the prices of non­ 
fat milk to be increased al­ 
most as much as 100 per cent!

There was a tim e when 
skim milk, which is virtually 
w hat non-fat milk is, was fed 
to the animals on the farm — 
to fatten them up for the 
market. Nowr, it’s called “non­ 
fat” milk, and is used by 
hum ans on diet. 
Charging state minim ums, 
which affe up from nine to 17 
cents a quart for the product 
home-delivered, however, is 
not related to the over-all 
total price for regular fluid 
milk. In other words, if the 
farm er had 
opportunity to 
get rid of his skim milk for 
som ething even below cost, he 
was in all probability much 
better off than if he was 
forced to use it for feed. 


ALSO, CREAM will be sell­ 
ing for more m oney as the 
result of state action. In Los 
Angeles, half-pints of whip­ 
ping cream jum p to 35 cents 
if home-delivered, 
and

same price will

Orange, and in the San Ber- 
nardino-Riverside

Extension of the minim um 
price system to skim milk and 
cream is the first tim e the 
Bureau Of Milk Control has 
gone into products other than

difficult to stop the monopo­ 
listic trend in which the dairy 
industry finds itself. 
This is a situation in which 
m em bers of the industry who 
want to sell for less than 
m inim um prices can ’t because 
of the legalized milk trust.

President Eisenhower has 
three purposes in mind in the 
brief, 
b u t 
carefully 
con­ 
ceived rem arks he made to 
the nation this week in re­ 
porting on NATO. They are 
these: 
To assure the Soviets that 
the United States will never 
be a party to allowing NATO 
to loose a man or a missile 
except in defense against ag­ 
gression. 
To assure the NATO gov­ 
ernm ents 
that 
America 
is 
ready to explore every flick­ 
er of Soviet desire to ease the 
tensions of the cold war. 
To assure the people of the 
world that the United States 
will not be baakward about 
sitting down at the confer­ 
ence table with the Russians, 
that if anybody is going to 
say no to serious negotiation 
it 
will not 
be 
Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 


THIS IS NOT a change in 
substance in’Am erican policy, 
but it is a change in form. 
It means th at the President 
will stress our willingness to 
negotiate ra th e r than stress, 
as Secretary Dulles has so of­ 
ten done, the possible pit­ 
falls of negotiation and our 
belief that at this stage noth­ 
ing will come of it. 
This is a significant change 
in emphasis and I would say 
that it represents Eisenhow­

NATO militarily is to get the 
support of the European peo­ 
ple, NATO m ust show itself 
willing to negotiate with the 
Soviets at every reasonable 
opportunity. 


IN THE UNITED States, 
President Eisenhower has no 
significant political pressure 
urging him on to talk with 
the Russians.

tion as there is appealing to 
him to step up negotiation. 
The opposite 
is true 
in 
W estern Europe. There every 
NATO prime m inister is faced 
with an opposition party, as 
in Britain, Germany, France 
and Italy, whipping up public 
opinion in behalf of negotia­ 
tion. To be stand-offish on 
negotiation 
plays 
into 
th e 
hands of the political opposi­ 
tion and weakens public sup­ 
port for NATO. 


THERE ARE the factors 
which persuaded Eisenhower 
that 
his 
NATO 
colleagues 
have no false hopes that more 
talking with the Soviets will 
be productive at this time. He 
has concluded, therefore, th a t 
it is entirely prudent to ne­ 
gotiate and that, in fact, he 
will be strengthening the po­ 
litical support for NATO by 
himself standing forward as 
one thoroughly willing to ne­ 
gotiate, not as one who is 
constantly afraid to negotiate 
or who has to be recurringly 
pushed into negotiation. 
This is the position which 
he took in his brief report to 
the nation this week. It re ­ 
flects the impact of the NATO 
conference on the President.

(Q) “Can experts really pre­ 
dict which boys will become 
delinquent? My son is 3. He 
used to be a sweet little baby. 
Suddenly he has become mean 
and rebellious. He won’t obey.

I’m sure 
he’ll be a juvenile delinquent 
if this keeps up. Can you help 
me?”— B.J. 


(A) It is possible to say which 
children of 9 or 10 are apt to 
become delinquent. It is not 
possible to predict such things 
when they are 3. Probably your 
son has entered a period psy­ 
chologists 
call “negativistic.” 
Many children do at his age. 
They try out' bad behavior. 
They rebel blindly, and do 
naughty things. It’s normal. 
Talk with 
your 
pediatrician 
about it. Your son will be a 


good boy again, though it will 
take time. 


(Q) “We have epilepsy in my 
family. I’ve never driven a car 
because of it. Our oldest son is 
17. He has not had an epileptic 
attack for 11 months. Some 
new medicine keeps him well. 
He applied for a driver’s li­ 
cense, and was turned down. 
He is heartsick over it. The 
man at the office said he would 
have to wait at least one more 
year. Then if he still is free of 
epilepsy, he can apply for a li­ 
cense. I think the officials are 
treating my son unfairly. Is 
there any way to force them to 
change?”—I.M. 
(A) I believe there is no way 
to force them to change. In the 
long run the rules are for his

“intellectuals” 
here are convinced that Brit­ 
ons and Americans are deter­ 
mined to invade this treasure 
house as part of a plot to sup­ 
plant French influence in all 
fields throughout the world. 
THE SPREAD of Frenchi­ 
fied English words appears 
based on two fundamental 
reasons: words in new arts 
and sciences originate in Eng- 
Ilsli and are adopted; and “le 
snobbism.” Many upper-class 
a n d 
would-be 
upper-class 
French delight in imitating 
the British aristocracy. 
But the way they do it 
makes English-speaking per­ 
sona laugh. Just recently, for 
example, the newspaper “Fig­ 
aro” lamented that with the 
perfectly good French word 
“announcer” to describe a 
radio announcer the French 
broadcasting and television 
networks insisted on using 
"Ihe English form of speaker 
for a man and speakerine for 
a woman.” 
«LE MONDE” asked this 
week why French news agen­ 
cies said “flash” instead of 
the equivalent “eclair” and 
why one comes into an air­ 
port on a “beam” instead of 
the “faiseeau herzien.” 
But the same issue of 
«Le Monde” back-slid a lit­ 
tle by reporting that Al­ 
gerian Minister Robert I c ­ 
eoste was consulting “les 
leaders du gouvernement“ 
and

meeting.” 
Describing a holiday trip, 
a young Frenchman wrote of 
listening to “les smash-hits” 
on “le pick-up” before going 
out for “un hamburger et un

He had been reading “un 
best-seller” and also found 
time to see “un Western mu­ 
sical en cinemascope et tech­ 
nicolor” with “une star” and 
“des pin-up girls” whom he 
particularly admired.

Taking small children on a 
long automobile trip can be 
quite a strain on Mom, Dad, 
and the kids. Under most 
conditions, there isn’t enough 
room for children to nap on 
the rear seat of a sedan. There 
is the danger that sudden 
stops may jostle them to the 
floor. They are also hard to 


reach for feeding or diaper 
changes. 
This transportation buga­ 
boo can be eased with a back­ 
seat crib mattress unit that's 
so simple you will wonder 
why you haven’t thought of it 
before. A base for a crib mat­ 
tress or a blanket is easy to 
build. You just hinge two 


pieces of fir plywood together 
so they will fold up for easy 
installation or removal. Once 
the base is in place over the 
back seat, it provides a sturdy 
foundation for mattress or 
blankets and the youngsters 
have the entire back area for 
naps. 


DIMENSIONS

cording to your automobile, 
but construction steps are 
about the same for any two- 
seat vehicle. The entire unit 
can be cut from one 4 x 8 foot 
panel of *A> inch fir plywood.

H ou se . 
Ross Hospital---lts First 40 Years 


The 40-year history of Ross 
General Hospital is largely a 
story of Miss Ena M. Bunt. 
From that day in January of 
1917 when as a girl of 19 she 
put on 
her first starched 
nurse’s cap and went to work 
in Dr. Arthur M. Ritter’s 19- 
bed venture until she signed 
over its ownership two years 
ago, the story of the hospital 
is one of her own sacrifice, as 
much as that of its founder. 
It was her first job. and she 
was young to be a nurse. Tall 
and big-boned, she had lied 
about her age to get into 
nurse’s training at the age of 
1«. 


A NURSE’S LIFE in those 
days was no easy one. On call 
24 hours a day, seven days a 
week, she not only took care 
of patients, assisted doctors 
and dispensed medicines, but 
cleaned the patients’ rooms 
and did other menial chores. 
Many was the night when Miss 
Bunt c h a n g e d from her 
starched 
uniform after an 
eight-hour shift to get down 
and scrub floors. All for $50 a 
week. 
If one looks for a model for 
such devotion, there is the 
hospital’s founder and 
his 
wife. Dr. Ritter, a professor 
of psychology at Stanford, 
had his hands full with “The 
Brown House”—still standing 
on the hospital grounds — 
where he kept school for men- 
tally defective children. Mrs. 
Ritter did the cooking. 
But for his brother’s appen­ 
dix, Ross General might never 
have been. The stricken bro­ 
ther was taken to the since- 
defunct Gailhouse Sanitarium 
in San Rafael. Dr. Ritter was 
appalled at the lack of facili­ 
ties. Then a bed broke down 
under the patient and gave 
Dr. Ritter a determination to 
give the Ross area a hospital 
worthy of the name. 


WHEN THE HOSPITAL was 
opened in 1917, help was hard 


to get. He managed, and Mrs. 
Ritter cooked. Five employes, 
including Miss Bunt, were all 
they could hire. 
“I had surgery and floor 
duty, too,” Miss Bunt recalls. 
The 
following 
year, 
flu 
struck. She worked 24 hours 
a day, sometimes with a tem­ 
perature of 104 herself. 
“Patients were dying all 
over,” she remembers. 
Somehow, she managed to 
stay on her feet. There were 
complications — like mothers- 
to-be 
with 
the 
flu. 
They 
couldn’t be put in the mater­ 
nity ward, but were kept 
downstairs—in isolation. 
Finally, after all the other 
flu victims were either cured 
or dead, Miss Bunt took to 
bed herself. 


HER FRIENDSHIP with the 
Ritters was close, and her de­ 
votion earned her a share of 
hospital ownership. But she 
kept in uniform until Dr. Rit­ 
ter died on March 7, 1935. 
Then she donned business ap­ 
parel and took over as admin­ 
istrator—a post she held for 
22 more years. 
For many years, the stock­ 
holders had been receiving no 
dividends. 
They 
began 
to 
complain. Miss Bunt had a 
plan for silencing them. She 
went to the doctor s widow 
for approval and the two of 
them floated a loan to buy out 
the disgruntled shareholders. 
“Hospitals just don’t make 
money,” she says. “It was the 
wrangling of the stockhold­ 
ers all the time that made me 
do it.” 
For Miss Bunt the difficult 
years had their rewards. She 
thrilled as the additions came. 
In 1924, the old sanitarium 
building got a new face—the 
front part of the present hos­ 
pital—and the surgery unit. 
The hospital was incorporated 
and regular medical and sur­ 
gical patients were admitted 
IN 1930, the solarium and 


wing were added, bringing 
the bed total to 31. 
In 1935, the year Dr. Ritter 
died, the Terrace was built 
for tubercular patients. Since 
then, its bed count has grown 
from 42 to more than 80. The 
same Dr. H. J. Shipman is in 
charge. 
There were intangible trials 
and rewards, too. 
Watching 
patients near death come in, 
fight the long, slow battle and 
go out well. Watching the an­ 
tibiotics take over where be­ 
fore 
hope 
had 
been 
lost. 
Watching the old 
creosote 
pills for TB outmoded by mir­ 
acle drugs. 
“It gives you a satisfaction 
to say ‘There’s another life 
saved.’ ” 


THE CASES SHE helped 
fight their way back to health 
are too many for her to re­ 
member. But her patients re­ 
member her. 
A couple of 
weeks ago. she was up at her 
Mendocino vacation 
p l a c e 
when a car drove up. Out 
hopped a lively woman. 
“You don’t remember me?” 
she asked. 
The woman, once an ortho­ 
pedic case at Ross General, 
had gone on to marry and 
have three children. She had 
not forgotten the woman who 
gave her courage. 
One change in hospitals dis­ 
turbs Miss Bunt. The old doc- 
tor-nurse relationship 
one of 
respect and command — has ; 
been taken over by an off-1 
hand attitude. 
“In the old days, we stood 
at attention for the doctor. 
His word was law. We re­ 
spected the doctor.” 


NEVERTHELESS, the very 
men she looked up to made 
her chore as administrator 
the hardest. Edicts from the 
U.S. Public Health Service 
were hard enough to meet, 


but even more so was the 
keeping of records to satisfy 
the American College of Sur­ 
geons, the original accredit­ 
ing agency. 
“It was like the FBI. They 
would come swooping down 
out of Chicago and demand to 
see the records.” 
Not the financial records, 
so much as patients’ charts 
and doctors’ progress reports. 
Miss Bunt battled daily to 
keep them up to date. 
“Nothing 
a doctor hates 
more than to keep records,” 
she laughs. 


SPEAKING OF THE FBI, 
Miss Bunt knew what it was 
to brush with the G-men. 
It 
happened during Prohibition. 
A patient named Simon Boo­ 
by was admitted on doctor’s 
order. His trouble: a gunshot 
wound in one hip. 
To Dr. Ritter and Miss Bunt 
it was just another case—un­ 
til the FBI came to the hos­ 
pital and accused them of 
harboring a fugitive. 
Only 
then did they connect their 
“Simon Booby” with a boot­ 
leg battle at Moss Landing. 
Both of 
them 
were sum­ 
moned to appear in court in 
Santa Cruz, where Miss Bunt 
was closely questioned by the 
prosecution. 


SHE HAD TAKEN the X- 
ray. Didn’t she see the bul­ 
let? 
Miss Bunt admitted to a 


“foreign object,’’ but would 
go no further. 
“Any fool could see it was 
a bullet,” she says, “but in 
those days a nurse was not 
permitted to interpret an X- 
ray. I couldn’t say it was a

as day.” 
This stearn protocol ‘‘isn’t 
like that now,” she sighs.

The story ends here, but

Dr. and Mrs. Ritter lived to 
enjoy the place just two years 
before he died. 
Mrs. Ritter 
lived on in the place years 
before she, too, died. 


W H EN THE DOCTORS in­ 
corporated two years ago to 
take over Miss Bunt’s interest 
in the hospital, business had 
been hurt by the newer and 
more modern Marin General 
Hospital. 


‘It was like a new toy; they 
deserted us for the shiny new 
thing,” Miss Bunt recalls. 
Many were the improve­ 
ments she would have made, 
but for lack of money. 
‘ Hospitals just don’t make 
money. 
They’re not meant 
to,” she says, shaking her 
head. 


A FT ER 38 YEA RS, she was 
more than ready to take their 
offer and retire, leaving her 
duties as administrator to Dr. 
John C. Siemens. Her busi­ 
ness manager since 1950, Mrs. 
Maxine Ferrario bridges the 
old and new eras. 


The new setup has brought 
new capital to Ross General, 
and its two-story plate glass 
entryway is only part of the 
modernization underway. 


But the old spirit of the 
hospital, first under Dr. Ritter 
and then 
under 
Miss Bunt, 
have been adopted by the new 
regime. A motto, ‘‘The Hos­ 
pitality Hospital,” printed on 
the tray covers 
and coffee 
saucer blotters— just one of 
the little touches which dis­ 
tinguish Ross General as a 
place of friendliness and serv­ 
ice. 


OF THE PERM A N EN T pay­ 
roll of 110, some 25 have been 
with the hospital more than 


five years—three of them 20 
years or more. Oldest in serv­ 
ice is Miss 
Evelyn 
Andahl, 
now in her 22nd year. Long­ 
time emergency 
nurse, she 
now works in the TB wing. 
Mrs. Teresa Monaghan, 21- 
year 
employe, 
became 
as­ 
sistant director of nurses af­ 
ter a career as supervisor of 
maternity when that service 
was discontinued. 
Mrs. Shirley Page has in 20 
years seen her daily traffic in 
bed trays increase from 31 to 
more than 80, not to mention 
staff increase to 110. 
New employes are picked 
with care. 
‘‘If they don’t fit in with 
this spirit of service, we can’t 
use them,” says Mrs. Ferrario. 


MISS BUNT, meanwhile, is 
enjoying retirement at ‘‘The 
Shadows,” her Nicasio retreat 
among the redwoods with two- 
brothers as neighbors. She is 
recuperating 
nicely from a 
slipped disc in the neck, visit- 


ing friends out of town 
and then. 
The tradition of nursing in 
her own family, started by 
her 
grandmother, is being 
carried on by two nieces. 


A SORT OF 40T1I birthday 
present, you might call the re­ 
modeling 
at Ross General. 
Changes as radical as the fa­ 
cade, 
designed 
by 
Bolton 
White and Jack Herman, are 
taking place within. 
The old ramps, up which 
two generations 
of 
nurses 
have trudged, are at last giv­ 
ing way to elevators. 
The 
space will be taken up in ex­ 
panded patient rooms and of­ 
fice space. 


A brighter outlook indoors 
has been created by color and 
light— picture windows over­ 
looking the garden court. As 
fast as the shuffle of pa­ 
tients permits, walls are be­ 
ing painted in warm 
pinks 
and beiges, baths in adven­ 
turous lemon yellow and cho­ 
colate brown. 
Mrs. Ferrario, using her wo­ 
manly instincts, has chosen 
gay 
prints for curtains, in 
some cases designing special 
window treatments so as not 
to interfere with the view. De­ 
lightful provincial wallpapers 
complement plain walls. 


V IR T U A L “ RUBE GOLD­

inventions are the 
bedside desks, bedstands and 
lamp combinations. 
Ten erf 
these have been installed so 
far. In other rooms, the fur­ 
niture has gone out to a cab­ 
inet shop and come back sleek 
and shining, with new plastic 
surfaces and satin brass mod­ 
ern pulls. 


No longer need a patient 
dangle legs over a cliff, then 
plunge his unsteady feet to­ 
ward a floor far below.

A wonderful example of the 
consequences of love. Thirty 
years ago. motherless, ragged 
twin Negro sisters chanced to 
meet a loving white lady. Al­ 
most like a fairy Godmother, 
Mrs. Rossie Lee wrought great 
changes in their lives — not 
with a sparkling wand, but 
with the sparks of charity and 
understanding that spans race 
and age. 
Caring for a paralyzed, dy­ 
ing father, the twins, Veanie 
and Mingie Bennett lived half­ 
savage lives, stealing and sca­ 
venging the Florida country­ 
side for food. One day, Min­ 
gie ventured into the hostile 
white section to find a job. 
Then and there began the 
twin’s rebirth. From a wilder­ 
ness of no caring to the con­ 
fines of kindness and respect 
. . . with every 
encourage­ 
ment to develop their innate 
talents. 


A L T K K N A T I N G DAYS 
they nursed their father or 
worked for Miss Rossie after 
attending school. From her 
they learned not only the ru­ 
diments of how to do things, 
but why. To be honest. To 
study well. To turn a deaf ear 
to unkind taunts. 
To 
draw 
and 
sing. 
They 
shivered 
through a hurricane. Terri» 
fied they saw a lynching from 
underneath their house. And 
always Miss Rossie came to 
help them, giving with no 
strings attached. Every loving 
act meant liberation for her 
“adopted” Negro girls as well 
as her own two children. With 
the Civil War being fought in 
every corner of our nation, 
it is encouraging to read a 
true account of Jesus’ com­ 
mand. “Follow Thou Me.” 
Veanie is the nickname of 
the 
author, Jessie 
Benn>ett 
Sams, 
now 
a 
Los Angeles 
school teacher—a position in­ 
fluencing a great many lives. 
Mrom Miss Rossie the girls 
had received this answer to 
their yearning to be white. 


“ WE 
SHOULDN’T 
WISH 
to be what we are not, Hon­ 
ey. God made us all the way 
he wanted us to be. He made 
us different colors and gave 
us different colors of eyes and 
hair, just as He made the 
birds and flowers different 
from each other in feathers 
and blossoms for some good 
reason. He wanted white lit­ 
tle girls and He wanted brown 
little girls too. White or dark 
we can ail make ourselves 
beautiful in His sight by be­ 
ing clean, decent and lov­ 
ing.” 
Twenty-five years later the 
author was confronted with 
racial 
intolerance 
between 
students in her first class­ 
room. 
Remembering Miss Rossie’s 
parable of multi-colored flow­ 
ers growing in her garden, 
she placed two vases on her 
dask . . . one with a cluster 
of solid pink dahlias . . . . 
the other a bouquet of vari­ 
colored dahlias with gradient 
hues. The children voted the 
varicolored bouquet as the 
most beautiful. This was the 
springboard to explain God’s 
garden of many races.

Plant At Vallecitos Runs Turbines 
With Nuclear-Heated Boiling Water 


The power that set your 
electric alarm screaming this 
morning may well have come 
from an atomic reactor. At 
Vallecitos in the East Bay, 
the world's first privately fi­ 
nanced atomic power plant is 
pumping 5,000 kilowatt hours 
of electricity into Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co.’s Bay Area 
aystem. 
The Vallecitos plant, while 
small in output, is the first 
of some 20 atomic power 
plants planned for the future. 
Who knows? One of them may 
be in Marin. 
IT WAS JUST 76 years ago 
that two Marinites, Horatio 
P. and Charles E. Livermore, 
built California’s first major 
hydroelectric powerhouse — 
the Folsom Powerhouse, 22 
miles up the American River 
from Sacramento. 
Since then, electricity has 
become commonplace. But nu­ 
clear production is still new. 
The Vallecitos plant has prov­ 
ed so efficient in its two 
months 
of 
operation 
that 
PG&E has applied to the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
Jor permission to double its 
capacity. 
AEC CHAIRMAN Lewis L. 
Strauss, w ho spoke at the ded­ 
ication of the plant, explained 
that while the Vallecitos plant 
is small, it has proven the 
boiling water theory develor»- 


ed by former AEC scientist 
Samuel 
Untermeyer, 
now 
plant director. 
“ At present we are seeking 
not nuclear kilowatts but nu­ 
clear knowledge, so that we 
may benefit our own people 
and people everywhere — by 
providing reactors which are 
capable of producing the saf­ 
est, most efficient power at 
the lowest cost,” 
the AEC 
chief said. 
The Vallecitos plant is ac­ 
tually a pilot plant for a 180,- 
000 kwh power plant to be 
built at Dresden, 111. by Gen­ 
eral Electric for the Common­ 
wealth Edison Co. and the 
Nuclear 
Power 
Group, 
of 
which PG&E is a member. Co­ 
builder of Vallecitos is Gen­ 
eral Electric, which staffs the 
reactor and laboratories. 
THE VALLECITOS PLANT 
differs 
from 
other 
atomic 
power operations in that the 
radioactive water, heated by 
nuclear fission, is circulated 
directly into the turbines. 
Earlier models kept fission 
and turbine waters separate. 
The new method is proving 
much more efficient. 
Six 
giant 
atomic 
power 
plants are in blueprint form. 
Strauss forecast at least 20 
within 10 years. 
The dedication, held Nov. 
25, followed a month’s prelim­ 
inary operation. Key officials

BELVEDERE HILLSIDE 
Retaining Wall Sets Mood 
For Dr. John Mayer Home 


A retaining wall sets the 
mood for the garden of Dr. 
and Mrs. John D. Mayer of 
Belvedere. 
The setting for 
their hillside home at 105 
Golden Gate avenue, designed 
by Bruce E. Sloan of Kent- 
field, makes the most of the 
c o m m o n Marin landscape 
problem. 
The structural ribs of the 
five-foot-high wall are made 
of pre-cast reinforced con­ 
crete, with exposed aggregate 
surface. The uprights were 
raised into position and firm­ 
ly footed with steel rods in a 
poured 
foundation 
of 
con­ 
crete which becomes the ex­ 
posed aggregate surface of 
the paftio. 
BA C K IN G 
THE 
uprights 
are 2 by 12s of smooth red­ 
wood, stained b e a c h w o o d 
gray. Cutting across them is 
an 18-inch-deep bench which 
seems to float. Actually, it is 
laid on sturdy steel angle 
irons 
fastened 
with 
bolts 
which also were cast into the 
concrete. 
The 
seat 
is 
in 
six-inch 
planks, spaced for drainage. 
The wall has a six-inch 
backward 
slant, which not 
only bolsters its thrust against 
the bank, but gives a comfort­ 
able cant to the bench back. 
“ Floating” entrance steps 
leading down from the road 
likewise called for special de­ 
sign. The 20-inch-wide steps, 
mostly four feet in width, are 
mounted near the ends on 
concrete 
posts 
of 
inverted 
cone shape, so they are all- 
but-invisible to a person walk­ 
ing up he steps. Instead, he 
sees a slope beneath, covered 
with stream-washed gravel. 
Risers are five inches — “a 


very easy step to take.” 
FOR CHARACTER, Sloan 
planted 
lichen-covered 
So­ 
noma boulders along the stair­ 


way and at strategic places. 
The stones were supplied by 
A1 Johnstone of Mill Valley, 
who specializes in gathering 


distinctive outdoor materials. 
“ This is a mother and this 
is her child,” he told Sloan as 
he unloaded one pair. 
Sloan placed the two on op­ 
posite sides of an oval plant­ 
ing space in the patio con­ 
crete. 


The Mayer home was de­ 
signed and built by Mill Val­ 
ley contractor Leonard Cahn. 
Friendshuh Construction Co. 
of San Rafael did the heavy 
part of the job for Sloan.

FHA Kicks Out Old 'Bible 


—Eyes Building Innovations 


Bv ROGER G R EEN E 
W ASHINGTO N W — Cap­ 
ping more than 20 years of 
conflict and confusion, the 
Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion (FHA) is finally writing 
a new nationwide “ bible” on 
minimum home building re­ 
quirements. It is expected to 
be completed by Jan. 1, 1958. 
Experts say the new stand­ 
ards may save the building 
industry millions of dollars 
and have a far-reaching effect 
on residential construction in 
the next decade. 


FOR TH E HOME BU Y ER , 
it may mean better houses at 
less money and far greater 
flexibility in experimenting 
with modern or “ revolution­ 
ary” architectural techniques. 
“ If a man has a good idea 
for building a house, no mat­ 
ter how novel it may be, we'll 
consider it under the new 
program,” 
said W'illiam J. 
O'Connor, deputy director of 
the FH A ’s architectural stand­ 
ards division. 
Under the old standards, he 
indicated, 
the 
FHA 
might 
have been automatically re­ 
quired to reject proposed in­ 
novations which it now plans 
at least to consider. 


ONE EX PEC T ED R ESU LT 
will be to allow builders a lot 
more leeway in originality of 
design while still maintaining 
high standards of quality and 
durability to protect the home 
buyer. 
O'Connor said the FHA is 
working 
closely 
with 
the 
building industry on the new 
“ bible.” 
Written jointly by the FHA 
and a special advisory task 
force, the proposed new stand­ 
ards, if adopted, will entirely 
replace the FH A ’s old “ five- 
foot book shelf” with its 23 
separate volumes on the sub­ 
ject 
of 
minimum 
property 


standards (mps). 
Following its creation un­ 
der the National Housing Act 
in 1934, the FHA at one time 
had 54 different standards, 
each covering a few states or 
regional offices. These were 
eventually whittled down to 
the present 23. 


THEN CAME T H E GREAT 
post-World War II budding 
boom, paced by an upsurge of 


mass community building de­ 
velopments 
as 
millions 
of 
apartment house “ cliff dwell­ 
ers'’ rushed to the suburbs 
and the outlying countryside, 
side. 
As a result, O'Connor said, 
builders 
often 
found 
they 
were caught in a briar-patch 
tangle of conflicting regula­ 
tions as newly built communi­ 
ties spread across state lines 


The upshot, said O’Connor, 
was that all hands agreed the 
FH A should set up a nation­ 
wide 
set 
of 
requirements, 
couched in simple terms, to 
eliminate the chaotic condi­ 
tions of the past. 
The agency and its task 
force have spent two years 
working up the new stand­ 
ards. 


T U I FH A ’S 
M I N I M U M 
property standards, O'Connor 
explained, have nothing to do 
with local building codes. The 
FH A ’s prime interest deals 
with marketability and mort­ 
gage risks. 
“ As far as the buyer is con­ 
cerned, what we are striving 
for is greater flexibility in 
design and cost savings which 
will permit lower prices for 
housing,” O’Connor said. How­ 
ever, he warned that some 
costs may be higher because 
of the new specifications. 
Most of the proposed chang­ 
es are so technical in nature 
as to be mere jabberwocky to 
the average layman, but a few 


The new standards would 
dlso permit lighter concrete 
mixes which might save up to 
$30 a house, and would allow 
the use of new insulating ma­ 
terial (such as fiber glass) 
which could save up to $50 
per house. 
On the other hand, the re­ 
vised regulations call for an 
increase in the size of septic 
tanks from 500 to 750 gallons 
in

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MEXICO CITY W— Mexico, 
rirst Latin-American nation to 
have television, now hopes to 
be the first to have it beam ed 
io every corner of the country.

FOLLOW PRESIDENT

crews followed him. 
Eighty technicians, four mo­ 
bile units, four microwave units 
to boost signals over a series of 
m ountains and eight trucks car­ 
rying lighting equipm ent, ca­ 
bles and auxiliary generators 
were needed. 
The signals were microwaved 
from Dolores Hidalgo to Zamo- 
rano w here Channel 3 retran s­ 
mitted to Altzomini, located be­ 
tween the old volcanos Popocat­ 
epetl and Ixtaccihuatl.
